FOR RIDGEWOOD 

Will Be Erected by Church of 
Christ. 

COST WILTIe $95,000 

Gymnasium, Stage and Library 
Included. 

The contract has been let for the 
erection of a new community centre 
to be located at the corner of Forest 


avenue and Linden street, Ridgewood 
Heights. G. W. Muckley, secretary of 
the Board of Church Extension, an- 
' nounced to the members of the Ridge¬ 
wood Heights Church of Christ that 
his board had agreed to appropriate 
out of funds secured in the Inter- 
Church World Movement Campaign 
the sum of $95,000 for the erection of a 
community church building in Ridge¬ 
wood Heights. Of this amount $40,- 
000 is available at once and the re¬ 
maining 555,000 will be payable after 
the Imer-Chureh World Movement 
Campaign next May. Mr. Muckley 
announced that $75,000 of this 
amount is to he an outright Sift, and 
$#0*001) is to ho a loan. It is expected 
that at least a portion of the building 
will be ready for use early lit 1920. 

This new community centre is to 
be a modern three-story brick build¬ 
ing, thoroughly equipped for carrying 
on an all-round community program. 

A large gymnasium will provide ade^- 
quate facilities fQr basketball, volley 
ball, indoor baseball, indoor tennis and 
similar games, also for races and ath¬ 
letics of various kinds. On certain 
days the gymnasium will be reserved 
for the exclusive use of boys and on 
other days for girls. On certain eve - 
nings it will be available for use by 
young men and on other evenings by 
young women. Sufficient shower baths 
.and lockers will be provided. 

The gymnasium wall also serve as a 
social auditorium and lecture hah, 
sea.ts providing for 450 people. A stage 
and dressing rooms will provide for 
amateur plays and programs. 

The large social parlor is to be fitted 
up with comfortable lounge chairs and 
settees, rugs and curtains, a piano, a 
phonograph, two pocket billiard tables 
and suitable gamey tables and will be 
open each eveniryjgin the year. 

A special clubrpqiiR' for men is to be 
provided, as* well as separate game 
rooms for boys and girls. A large 
social room will also be available for 
various social gatherings and banquets. 

On the first floor is to be an audi¬ 
torium for religious services. A. pipe 
organ_ is to be provided and other 
facilities for promoting the religious 
life of the people. Adequate facilities 
are also to be provided for a modern 
j-sebo# of religious education and other 
religious activities. 

A trained -social and physical direc¬ 
tor is being employed to supervise the 
various activities. The pastor, the 
Key. rvirby Rage, has had three years’ 
experience in city Young Men's Chris¬ 
tian Association work, and later was 
associated with Dr. Sherwood Eddy and 
Dr. John R. Mott, traveling extensively 
ir. Europe, Asia and America. He is 
i a graduate of Drake University', and 





































RESOLUTION FROM 



THE DISCIPLES MISSIONARY UNION OF NEW YORK CITY 

TO 

THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION OF KANSAS CITY, F«0. 






BE IT RESOLVED that, in view of 

(1) the unique opportunity presented in Ridgewood Heights 
for a successful and influential community church; and 

(2) the steady growth of the church, in spite of poor 
facilities, to a point where further progress is almost 
impossible in the present building; and 

(3) the bright prospects for a highly useful and self- 
supporting church in the near future; and 

(4) the financial response of the members of the church 
to the limit of their ability; and 

(5) the urgency of the situation and desperate need of 
an adequate building in the immediate future, 




WE RECOMMEND that the Board of Church Extension make 

(1) a loan to the Disciples Missionary Union of New York 
City of 50 $ of the cost of a completed building for the 
Ridgewood Heights Church, on the basis of a total maximum cost 
of $40,000, and 

(2) a statement to the effect that if the Inter-Church 
World Movement is a success, an outright grant of 50 $ of the 
cost of the building for Ridgewood Heights will be made to the 
Disciples Missionary Union from early returns from this 
movement; it being understood that the Disciples Missionary 
Union will endeavor to secure a temporary loan of 50 $ of the 
cost of the building from interested friends, pending the 
receipt of the Inter-Church World Movement grant.

Dear Mother and Kirby and Alma:- 

I am making two copies as I have not the time to write eaoh 
of you at length as I would like to do* The letters would he practi¬ 
cal'.y the same in each case. We have received your letters Mother and 
are glad to hear as usual. Kirby'a let ter and the paper came too and 
have been noted eagerly. Sup ose that the new ohurch^building is on 
the go and assuming some definite proportions. / 

I think the last letter I wrote you, Mother, waa the day 
before Christmas as we were about ready to start to ; the farm. Well, 
we left town about 2:30 on the afternoon of the 24thi, after going to 
Central Park to get Sister and George and Ella, also Ivy's adopted 
baby was with them. It is a fine boy of some 5 Or d months age now and 
weighs some 20#, We proceeded firet-rate until we left the ahell' road 
right this side of Liberty high bridge, taking dirt road known as the 
Cleveland road to the farm. This road was muddy and we bogged down, 

Norma drove and the rest of us pushed the car out of the mud. W went 
out and repeated the,.process, being unable to get out this time. Oeorgd 
started on to the farm afott (1^ miles distant) for a team of mules 
and while he was gone a negro (or rather five or six of them) came alon I 
w^th a white man in a little Eord truck. They helped us out of the 
hole and went ahead, leaving us to follow. It waB dark some time before 
this happened. They got stuck in another holeand came back to get , 
us to pull them out, which we did backwards. They turned their car 
around and started back to Liberty, giving up the rest of their Journey 
and we proceeded alone. As the Lord would have it, we,got through 
the rest of the way up to where the road into the farm turns off of 
the county road and there we waited for Albert and the team of mules. 

It was about 7:30 or later when we got there, and what do you think, in 
the truck that oame up to us mentioned above waB Zula's brother, here 
on a Journey from Oklahoma and she had not seen him in sum3 12 years. 

He went on with us after the negroes turned back and Bhe was surprised 
indeed to see him. We had stqpper, rustled beds from the neighbors and 
sat arou d large fire-place until about 11 o'clock, then all piled in. 

We spent the next day there, played some dominoes and "42'' and had a 
nice visit with them. It was cold though ?r.d rained and we planned to 
start home about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. But the mules did not 
come up early and could not be found so we had to wait until about 5 
o'clock or later before starting to being towad out to the shell-road. 

We got stuck even with the mule team and it was dark before we got to 
the shell road. Our gasoiins was low by this time We we went to Libert t 
to replenish before starting home. It was a holiday, everything closed 
up and mostly sold out of gasoline. So we started from Liberty to Day* ^ 
ton with Just enough in the tank to wet the bottom good. Made it to 
within a mile of Dayton and ran out of gasoline going up a long hill. 
George walked ahead to Dayton to see if he could locate gasoline and 
while he was gone Norma heard a gasoline engine pumping. So I took a 
searchlight and hunted the house; succeeded in finding a five gallon 
can full and bought it from them. We went on to Dayton, hunted up 
George, finished filling up with pasoline and lubricating oil, and 
then came on to Houston. Arriving here, we took George and Ivy home 
and t an to our surprise Ella insisted on going on to Park Place, so 
go we did. Got home about 11:30 that night, stiff and oold and tirad. 





*Text dav was payroll day for me bo I had to work and made it through 
riAt nicely. George had indulged in a horseback ride while at the 
farm and was compelled to lay off a day, second day after he was home. 
The car was new and stiff so after the mud was washed off, it was 
better than new, for the trip served to limber it up a bit. 

I wrote you Motlier that Perry had a place a t the 'Wells 
Express Co. to start in the first of the year, at $100. a month, well, 
he did not take that position as Judge Holland was stricken down jhe 
is Mrs. Jackson's'father and was in charge of the Mo*trose officeJ 
so Perry was given that place temporarily. He started in uhere t...e 
day after Christmas and is still there as Judge Holland is unable 
to leave his bed yet. It is domxbtful if the Jud.^e is ever strong 

enough to resume his position.- Perry is on a monthly salary there, 

which Is better than working as painter's helper or the like at so 
much a day, on account of lost time for day laborers when not working. 
They have not told him yet what he will get but it will be at least 
$100. and may be more in a short time if he remains. He is really my 

assistant, (I am at downtown office) and has more than made good. I am 

so tickled over the way he has pleased Hr. Swedman, the geneial • 

of Montrose building operations. Mr. Jackson does not say much buv 
is nleased if Swedman is and Mr. Pord is saying nice things about the 
work Perry is doing. Pord is next to Mr. Jackson. 1 had told Perry 
a few days before that Judge might collapse and that it was not 
of thing that he might get the place but we did not think it would 
so soon.* Judge Holland was getting $150. a mo^th and Perry might work 
up to £125. or even >"150. in a short time. 

Her e i s an othe r angl g-of "thtt-s-jrttta tl on-no w - thougirt-i t ie^ tuit e 
possible that the building operations of the Houston Land Corporation 
will be separated from the other end. It looks like, an office will 
be built in Montrose suitable for my equipment and that I wilx be moved 
from downtown to the Montrose office. In this event Perry might be 
my assistant in this new office or if I can handle it all he would be 
shifted to assiBt Swedman on the outside. At any rate, 1 feel like 
Perry has a good position with splendid future; so you need not expect 
him back in Oklahoma if such be the case. He an*-Edith are already 
talking of the time when they can have the Oklahoma folks down here 
somewhere close by. Perry is now at 212 Hamilton but wants 
closer to us and to the Montrose work so is looking for rooms and will 
find them I expeot this week some time. I asked for an increase in my 
salary from $275. to #300. beginning first of January, but have not 
heard yet whether I get it. Not worrying much exther way though and 
will find out the end of January, if not before. Things are going 
mighty well with me at the office and I am in splendid fav i i- h all 
concerned. The Lord has enabled me to accomplish miracles aim®** at 
times and they marvel at the way the work rolls Out so smoothly. 

The Bible class work is simply wonderful and we have ei$it 
classes a week now. But, I want to tell you about a dream of mine that 
has started to come true. Por several years I have wanted to run a 
column on Sunday (and oftener if possible) in the Houston Post “\ 
Chronicle devoted to Bible teaching. It has been inqpossible on account 
of the high cost but recently several members of the classes have been 
insisting that we show them some good way to spend mo-:ey whex’e it uld 
do real good and spread the gospel. So 20 or 25 of us have^ chipped 
in together and- we have started this Bible study column in t ne Poet, 
to ruri each Sunday as the Lord wills. On account of the prejudice 
existing against us 3 .nd our teaching, we decided not to connea- my nuae 
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with these studies, so we are running it under the caption 
Lesson, by 'A layman,' P.0. Sox 1362, Houston, Texas." It is figured 
at $1. an inch per single column, $21. a column, or wlere a*® 
running over a column's space, from *25. to $30. a week. Artri 
Zieten is treasurer of the fund so we do not have to handle the money. 

We already bave over $100* on. hand and the first month s Dili is 
not to oav till February first and more ooning in. Some are givxng 
$5.. a month, others $10, t others *15. etc. One party gave t21.^for a 
Whole column, another gave $50. Some give ft*, a month andwe only _ _ 
let true Christians in on it.

Nonna b a.ye X muet tell you albout our New Year's dinner here - 
in our home. I waB presented with a fine large turkey gobbler by the 
Jesse H. Jones Lumber Co. for a Christmas present. We went to the farm 
so planned our dinner for New Year's day. About two days or three 
before the first of the year, we took Mr. Turkey Cobbler out in the 
back yard for a walk and some fresh air. Tied a fish cord line about 
his two wings so as to hold him and let him walk about some. He did 
not take long though to stretch his wings and started up with ease, 
breaking the fish line, and landingfen top of our garage. We hustled 
around to scare him down in the back yard so as to run him in the garage 
and George was here too, as he had come in for some things for Ivy.- 
Well, Mr. Turkey Gobbler, flew the other way, on top of another outhouse 
back of us, by this time the neighbors were out in great form and all 
tried to help capture him. But he took a long fly to a high, house 
some 50 or 75 feet away and there he perched, looking for higher climes 
to attain.

I won the first game though and 
then the battle was on. Well, we quit this way: I bad won 6, he had 
5 gameB, and we had 3 draw games. Only time prevented us playing on. 
That is the only chance we have had to play so far. 

Edith is taking right well to Houston and is making friend6. 
She goes with Norma to several of the day classes and we eee them 
about two nights a week. People seem to like her and she seems to be 
quite happy. . Perry is surely in ltwe with her too and they are haying 
the time of their lives. It would surprise you to know how Perry is 
taking in the Bible teaching and he listens so well while we are teach¬ 
ing the classes. He is coming first-rate and this present situation 
is doing him good. His health seems perfect and never a complain.,. 

Norma is anxious to retire early tonight so must close. 

I have not meant to neglect you but simply have more on my banls and 
mind than I can keep up with; something has to be left for later. 

Hope you are all well and that things are prospering nicely. Glad to 
learn that Kirby had the raise to $2200; that is a living possibility. 
May the Lord bless you and keep you and cause His face to shine upon 
you and give you peace. Norma joins in love and good wishes.

In fact, I sm to 
outline a reading course for him, that is, 1 am to go oner a 
lar e numoer of books blond a given line, and recommend a Jew 
of the best ones for him to read. Of these best ones, i vill 
purchase copies, read and mark them for him, eo that he may 
read them more rapidly, since he ie greatly pressea lor time. 
He desires facte and books concerning the application of the 
Christian principles to modern social problems, bince who 
reading will be along lines in which I am £oet interested ry- 
self I will be killing two birdfc with one stone, mtez all 
he has done for me, I am glad to have this op *rtumty of 
helping him out a little. 

The church has bought the house next door to where 
the new church is being built, and we are going to move in 
about the 2bth of this month. The house is s. two story one 
with 11 roomE, being built for two families.

We are glad to hear from you again; and that you sure 
well again. It is a hiessing to he over the "Flu." None 
of us have had it so far and we praise Him for preserving 
us from the plague. Your work for Mr. Eddy should prove 
pleasant and profitable and will enable you to recuperate 
at the same time. It does not always pay to attempt to do 
too much. You are fortunate in having a parsonage next 
door to the new building and the raise in salary ought to 
help your disposition too. 

Perry is some fortunate chap, owing to his hard work 
and close application to business. He had his chance and 
has made good, for which we are extremely thankful: Not 
only for our own sakes, and his as well, but for Edith's, 
and Mother's. Edith is a fine girl and we like her more 
and more. She is sensible, willing to learn, and Norma is 
of much assistance to her, in shopping, heart to heart talks, 
as well as in Bible classes, etc. They are two blocks from 
us and well situated at a reasonable price. My salary was 
raised to $300. a month on the first of the year so we have 
this added thing to praise the Lord for and surely He is 
able to do exceedingly above all that we can ask or think. 

A year ago I was making $175. and working harder, I mean 
with more worry and handicap. It means much to me to have 
Perry on the Montrose end of my work and we work together 
perfectly. There is lots of work to do but environment is 
lovely and no friction, or finances to worry about. 

I suppose you have heard the real rews though; that 
I bought a 160 acre farm 5 miles N.E. of Kirbyville. Texas, 
for Mother and Mr. Murry, paying $1,000. down, $ 1 , 100 . in 
one year, and $1,100. in two years. A friend of ours owned 
the place, it has a nice large creek flowing through one edge 
and never goes dry, abounds with trout and bass too. It is 
cut over timber land, with some 35 or 40 acres in cultivation 
and real cheap at $3,200; which includes a 3 room house, 
barn, outhouse, and all the farm implements, buggy, wagon, 
team, cattle, hogs, etc. The first price wae $4,000. but 
before long he reduced the price to $3,200. They will have 
an auction sale and dispose of nearly all their stuff on 
Peb. 18th. We asked them to come to Houston for a few days 
before taking to their new farm life. That means that we 
can visit them now and if weather is decent can go in Pord. 
Mother no doubt has written you concerning their feelings 
and prospects: she is some excited over leaving Oklahoma and 
being near ue , has wanted East Texas for a long time too. 

I feel like they have a bargain in the new arrangement.

The Bible classes are largely attended and real 
thrilling; we enjoy the work so much. I conducted the 
funeral of a 2 year old child that died with diphtheria 
several weeks ag^o. The parents are members of the Bible 
classes. We surely praise the Lord that the "Flu” missed 
us and so many of the members of the classes. Under sep¬ 
arate cover, I send some of the first copies of the Bible 
lessons running in the Post: we get 1,000 copies weekly. 

The Post on Sunday sends out 55,000 to 60 f 000 copies so 
with a number of people reading one paper, it -Ib a wonderful 
distribution of the Word of God. We believe much good will 
result. 

My class of YM.C.A. secretaries is coming famously; 
after 5 lessons on Christian Stewardship and how to attain 
to it, I took up 5 or 6 lessons against Christian Science* 
used the "Science Sc Health & Key to Scriptures." This 
was followed by several against Spiritualism, Theoeophy, 
Millennial Dawnism, Roman Catholicism and next Thursday 
we have a morning for answering Bible questions. They 
asked for this privilege and I told them to each write out 
their question and we will discuss them; carrying over such 
points as we are unable-to answer adequately, to the next 
week. 

Norma is washing the dishes and I must go dry them.

I write this letter to you as a trustee of the Lenox Are. 

Church Fund. I hove understood that at the tine or tne dis¬ 
banding of the Lenox Are. Church a fund was orested to he at 
the discretion of the trustees in extending the missionary 
activities of the Disciples of Christ in Greater Hew York City, 
and that up to the present time this fund has not been ex¬ 
pended. 


I should like to oall your attention to the Ridgewood 
Heights Church of Christ as a worthy object of your assistance. 
Let me refresh your mind by reviewing certain faots with regard 
to this ohuroh. 


It ie a mission church, planted, fostered end sus¬ 
tained through the Disciples 1 issionary Union. We are now 
in the midst of a new building project. Our old frame building 
has been torn down and the contract let for the exoavetion end 
partial completion of a new building. At present we are holding 
services in a rented store building. In spite of our most 
inadequate facilities, about 132 new members have been received 
into the churoh in about 19 months of the present pastorate. 
During that Bsme period the gifts from local souroes have 
increased from $59 a month to about $209 a month. This is a 
working man* a residential district and the people are of small 
means. 


Our new building is to be located on Forest Ave.. a 
leading thoroughfare, and in the midst of a very large unchurched 
population, fire are the only churoh in this entire community 
that holdB all of its services in English, we believe that 
with the completion of our new building, we shall be able to 
enter upon a work of large importance to thle community. 


The plans for our new building oall for many community 
features. Including a large gymnasium, assembly hall, game 
rooms, etc.

My engagements for May 13th are such that I regret very 
much my inability to accept your kind invitation to be present at 
the Ridgewood Community Council on that date. 

As I will be in Chicago during the first week in June 
as a delegate to the Republican Rational Convention I prefer not 
to make any additional engagements until after my return from Chicago 
or I would ask tto be invited the latter part of May to discuss the 
question as to whether the adoption of the 18th amendment was a wide 
policy and for the best interests of this country. 

After my return from Chicago if you desire it I would be 
willing to talk in the affirmative on the following subject:* 

“Resolved that the adoption of the 18th amendment was unwise and that 
the remedy is a further amendment to the Federal Constitution allow¬ 
ing a national direct vote to the people on the subject of prohibition". 

It would be out of the question for me to debate the subject 
which you select:- "Resolved that the Volstead Act should be amended 
to permit the sale of beer and light wines." 

My own view point is that the constitution of the United 
States as the fundamental law, of our country was not intended to be 
used as a controversy over the drink question. Your proposed subject 
of debate illustrates exactly what I anticipated would happen. First 
the constitution becomes the bone of contention for its denial of the 
use of alcoholic beverages and then by the next step in the evolution 
it becomes the pivot as to whether the use of beer and wine shall be 
permitted. The constitution of the united States was intended to 
protect life, liberty and property and to establish a staple form of 
government and not to contain legislation upon a purely moral question. 

I am not criticising yop but only attempting to make clear 
that the 18th amendment in the Constitution made inevitable the very 
discussion you propose. For my own part I want those who possessed 
the influence to put the 18th amendment in the constitution to have 
the ignominy of its consequences. The representatives of the Anti- 
Saloon League may have it all so far as I am concerned and I therefore 
cannot debate with the Superintendent of the Metropolitan-District of 
the Anti-Saloon League the question as to whether permission for the 
use of beer and wine shall now be put in our Federal constitution. I 
will Sebate the question proposed by myself as above set forth, to wit: 
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“Resolved that the adoption of the 18th amendment was unwise and that 
the remedy is a further amendment to the Federal constitution allowing 
a national direct vote to the people on prohibition". 

I think it wouldhbe preferable to debate it with some 
individual who is sincerely for constitutional prohibition and without 
the handicap of official relationship to the Anti-Saloon League, al¬ 
though I will not insist on this limitation. I am.

Dear Harold: 

It wan good to see you again and we eo enjoyed 
your brief visit. You will He glad to know' that wo Had 
another addition to the ohuroh in the evening, making a 
total of 37 for our Easter Campaign, 29 of them being adults. 

In order that you may have the faota relative to 
our new ohurch building clearly before you, let me state 
them briefly. 


The building we propose erecting will oost about 
$95,000. Of this amount, the Board of Church Extension in 
Kansas City have made a gift of $20,000 and a loan of 
$20,000, making $40,000 that is available now. The Board 
of Church Extension have further agreed to give us an 
additional $55,000 out of the funds secured in the Inter- 
Church ’Acrid Movement campaign. This latter gift will not 
be available until after the funds from the Interchuroh 
o&mpaign are actually in hand, perhaps at the end of the 
year and perhaps not until after the 1921 campaign. 

This means that all we can do at present is to 
begin our building and go as far as the $40,000 lasts. 

This amount will ereot the basement and the Sunday Sohool 
rooms at the rear, leaving the main auditorium to bo 
completed after the receipt of the further gift from the 
Board of Church Extension. Consequently, we have let 
the contraot for this much of the building, with the 
proviso that if we so desire we may proceed with the 
completion of the building at a stipulated contract price. 

If we could find someone willing to advance the 
needed $55,000, on a definite pledge from the Board of 
Church Extension that this amount would be repaid out of 
the funds secured in the Interchurch campaign, it would 
enable us to complete the building without delay, thus 
affording a considerable saving in the total oost of the 
building, and increasing the effectiveness of our work by 
at least a hundred per cent. 







As you know* our church is located in the midst 
of a working man's residential dietriot, in which we are 
the only church holding all of its services in English. 

The members of our church are people of snail means and arc 
aot able to give any large eum toward the erection of this 
building. Indeed, it will require real effort on our part 
to raise the annual budget of $7,000 or $8,000 for ourrent 
expenses, and to repay the loan of $20,000 from the Board 
of Church Extension. 

President Burnham of the Amerloan Christian 
Fissionary Society has said that he regards this as the 
most promising of their missions in the whole of north 
America, that we have already been able to do with pract* 
ioally no equipment at all leads us to hope for great thiugs 
when our new building is completed. In the 21 months of 
the present pastorate a total of about 167 new members have 
been received into the ohurch, about 140 of them by baptism. 
Included among these new members are 10 former Roman Catholics, 
about the same number of former Iutherane, and representatives 
from Presbyterian, congregational, Episcopal, Baptist, 
Kethodist, and other churches * elnoe we are the only 
English speaking ohuroh in this community. Among the 
nationalities represented in our membership are German, 

French, English, Swiss, Polish, Finnish. 

Personally. Alma and I are so thoroughly convinced 
of the unbounded possibilities of this field, that we have 
set aside all other plans are determined to give as many 
years of our lives to this work as seems wise. 

It shall hope to have a longer visit from you in 

due time.

2. The Author further covenants and represents that said work has not heretofore been

3. The AUTHOR further agrees to deliver to ASSOCIATION Press a copy of said work, 
complete and ready for the press; and if it is required by the AUTHOR to make alterations from 
such copy which cost more than twenty-five (25) dollars, the AUTHOR agrees to pay the excess of 
cost thereof The Author shall also furnish any index and other special matter needed for the 
publication of said work • 



4. ASSOCIATION Press agrees to publish said work their own expense, and, in considera¬ 
tion of the premises, agrees to pay the Author, or bis legal representatives, ten (10) per cent 
on the catalogue (retail) price, cloth or paper style, for each copy thereof sold bp them over and 
above five hundred (500) copies. Should any copies be sold at less than one-half the catalogue 
(retail) price, it shall pap said percentage only on the price actuallp received for each copy so sold 
If fifteen hundred (1,500) copies of the said work are sold within two pears from date of publica¬ 
tion, Association Press agrees to pap the regular ropalty on the first five hundred (500) copies.

My dear Mr. Page: 

You must think it very strange that you have had no 
reply either to your letter accompanying the manuscripts 
which you sent a long time ag;o, or to your note of April 28th. 

I cannot tell you how trying this period has been with respect 
to my correspondence and other duties. I need not enter into 
any explanation except to say that the climax of my confusion 
came when we were compelled to move our office to a new loca¬ 
tion. The agonies of this experience have thrown my routine 
altogether out of schedule. 

However, I peeped into your manuscripts just enough to 
pique both my interest and my doubt as to their availability 
for The Christian Century. I have gone a little more thorough¬ 
ly into them today and I am still in a state of indecision. You 
have done a very excellent piece of work in many respects. I 
am quite sure, however, that the projection of a series of this 
kind in the "Century" would not be effective at just this moment. 
I can see how I can use Ho. 2. which you have entitled, "Can -It 
Be", but which I would rechristen. I can also use one’or two 
others - 'Did Jesus Face a War Situation", and,wjth some 
modifications, your last chapter on "The Way of the Cross". As 
to the others, I have to confess that I am in a state of sus¬ 
pended judgment.lt is possible that I could use your first 
article on "The Other Side of War", but I would have to take 
more time and read it over with more leisure than I have yet 
been able to give it. I thoroughly agree with the point of 
view of this first chapter. My only question, as I face the 
editorial problem of publishing anything of that sort is whether 

the thing has been done with authority enough. I wonder if you 
saw in The World Tomorrow, a series of two or three cartoons 
some months ago - I do not remember what the title was, but 
it seems to me it was "I Did Hot Raise My Boy To Be A Soldier" - 
of which the final picture was that cf a soldier wounded and 
d 3 '-ing in the entanglements of barbed wire. It was a very

pathetic picture, but very unconvincing, and left me with a 
kind of judgment that the author was a white-livered sort of 
person.

Yesterday after¬ 
noon while I was working away in the library, Sid Gamble 
tapped me on the shoulder and said that Mr. Eddy was looking 
high and low for me, and that he wanted to talk to the two 
of As together. 

This was on his mind; He said that he wanted to 
have a most confidential talk with just the two of us. His 
own plans are uncertain, but he expects to do one of four 
things at the end of this year; (1) Take up student work 
in Europe in connection with the World’s Student Federation, 

(2) Give practically all of his time to the work in Asia,

speaking on the social and industrial situation. He stated 
that personally he is inclined to believe it will work out 
that he will take the latter course, perhaps combining it 
with number three. 

He said that if he did decide to take up the 
social and economic application of the principles of Jesus 
in modern life, he desired to gather about him a small 
group of men who would, after counting the cost and 
realizing that it will surely and certainly mean perse¬ 
cution and perhaps jail, be willing to devote their time 
and energy to research, writing and speaking, going the 
whole limit on this proposition. He said that he had 
talked the matter over with Raymond Robins and Dave Porter, 
and that they are thinking it over. 1 think you know that 
Raymond Robins is the noted social worker, oho after making 
his pile in the Klondike, spent many years in the slums 
of Chicago, and was a candidate for U S Senator from 
Illinois. He was head of the United States Red Cross 
Mission in Russia during the war. You will remember that 
he held an evangelistic campaign for us at Drake during my 
senior year. Dave Porter is head of the Student Department 
of the YMCA, a member of the Fellowship and a thorough 
going pacifist. 

Mr. Eddy wanted to know whether, in the event 
he was led to take up this line of work at the beginning 
of 1921, Sid and 1 would join this small group. The 
thing was wholly unexpected, and yet I told him that so 
far as I was concerned I had no hesitation whatever in 
saying that the proposition appealed to me tremendously 
and that if it did work out that way, I would certainly 
jump at the chance to take part in such a program as soon 
as I could decently get away from my church work. Sid 
said that the thing appealed to him immensely and that he 
would give it earnest thought and prayer. 
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I spent a good deal of time thinking about the 
whole proposition last evening and it all appeals to me 
more than ever. 1 am convinced that the overwhelming need 
of the hour is for Christian men who will devote themselves 
resolutely to seeking ways and means of applying the 
principles and methods of Jesus in modern social and 
economic life, and for Christian men who will have the 
courage to write and speak their convictions at whatever 
cost. I would willingly and eagerly give the rest of my 
days to such a study and to such a crusade. It appeals 
to all the deepest instincts within me. 

Mr. Eddy has many qualifications to fit him to 
render conspicuous service in such a campaign. He comes 
from the monied group, knows as many millionaires as almost 
any man in the country, has supported himself in Christian 
work for twenty-five years, is known as an international 
statesman, has unusual gifts as a writer, is unsurpassed 
as an evangelist, has a deep spiritual life, has unbounded 
courage, and is held in affectionate regard not only in 
America but in Europe and Asia. 

If he takes this proposition up it would mean a 
program somewhat as follows: 

(1) A campaign through the religious and secular 
press, sending a constant stream of articles on many 
subjects to scores of papers and periodicals. These would 
in many cases be attacked, and would require further 
investigation and answers. Pamphlets and books would 
have to be written, as well as a constant stream of 
personal correspondence with persons who are interested. 

(2) A platform campaign throughout the various 
cities and colleges of North America, speaking before 
Chambers of Commerce, organizations of business men, 
mass meetings, church services, college groups, summer 
conferences, etc. 

There are boundless possibilities in the whole 
scheme. He desires the matter to be kept absolutely 
confidential for the present. He thought that perhaps at 
the beginning the group would include only Robins, Porter, 
Sweet (a rich man from Denver, President of the YMCA, who 
is an out and out socialist). Gamble and myself. Of course, 
it is not certain that all of the above would find it 
possible to join the group. 

There is no certainty whatever that Mr. Eddy will 
take this latter course.

each memoer of the community Center, eight eenyearsofage 
or above, being entitled to one vote. The Governors in turn 
are to elect from their murder the chairmen of the Community 

Center Board. 

The various social organisations are to elect 
their own presidents. 

Aftsr ths initial organization is completed, any 
group desire to effect an additional organization will have 
to secure written permission from the ^ioaxd of Governors. T s 
will bs necessary to inorder to keep within reasonable limits 
the number ol' organisations with the building. 
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The determination of general polOies for the 
, Community Center shall be in the hands of the Coamunlty Center 
Board, BUbJeot only to the veto of the Exeoutlveo, whioh 
will be desoribed more folly in a later paragraph. 

we reoomiread that a Director of Aotlvities be 
employed to give nie full time to the dirootion of the 
Tarlous aotlvities oondueted by the Community Center* and 
that the person for this position be solootod by the Executives, 
subjoot to the approval of the Churoh Board and the Comnunity 
Center Board. 

Tor the first yeer ( we reeommead the employment 
of hr. John J. Webber, as Director of Activities. 

The Direotor of Aotlvities shall be a member 
ex-officio of the Community Center Board and of all organ* 
izaiione of the Comunlty Center. 

Vo rooonmend that the following general ooranitteee 
be made up by having the Church Board and the Comnunity Center 
Board each appoint two members of each committee, these four 
in turn to elect the chairman of each comalt tee: 

Finance Committee, to have general supervision of the finances 
of the ohureh and community coator, to authorise the General 
Treasurer to pay all bills, and to audit the General Treasurer’s 
books at least oaoe a year. 

House Committee, to have general euperviaion of the oaro of the 
building, minor ropairs, eto. 

Sohedule Comalttee, to have dlreotlon of the aeolgnaent of 
various parte of the building to various organisations through¬ 
out the year. 

Publlelty Committee, to supervise all general publicity. 

General Treasurer, to reooivo funds from the Churoh Treasurer 
and from the Director of Aotlvities, te deposit same in the 
bank, to keep accurate accounts, and to pay oux such sums ao 
are directed by the Flnanoe Comiteo. ve recommend that the 
General Treasurer be bended. The Oeneral Treasurer shall be 
selected by a Joint meeting of the Board of Deaeono and the 
Board of Governors. 

The Cabinet, shall be composed of the Pastor, the 
Director of Activities, the Chairmen of the Church Board and 
the Ceaaunity Center Board, the Oeneral Treasurer, and the 
Chairmen of the Finance, House, sohedule and Publicity 
Conmlttees. It shall act in ad advisory capacity to the 
Executives. 


The Executives shall be composed of the Chairmen 
of the Church Board and the Comnunity Center Board, with the 
Pastor. The Executives shall have veto power over the 
decisions of any organisation operating within the building, 
and with regard to general polloiee and types of activities 
oondueted within the building.

My dear Kirby: 

I am writing flat on my back with fever, knocked out for one 
day in Berlin after a wonderful conference in Czecho-Slovakia, 
full of atheists, agnostics, Pantheists, Buddhists, Catholics, 
and Protestants, where all but five came straight out for Christ 
and the other five became seekers after truth to test Him, 


I have received yourletter about the possibility of my leader¬ 
ship in America, I think you much overrate my gifts, but 1 will 
not stop now to argue to point. There is one thing certain, I 
am going to enter the battle with every ounce of strength I have. 
We will see wiiat happens, I have already written you about my 
conference with Mott in Vienna, I told him I must resign from 
the Association because of its reactionary policy, identified with 
capitalism, and I was going to fight for sttcial and industrial 
justice. He urged me to stay by the Association and try to bring 
it in line for this fight. We will see how far he will go. I 
stand ready to leave it any moment, but expect to start the fight 
from within the Association, 


I have given some thought to your own connection with this move¬ 
ment, Mr, Sweet of Denver, a wealthy Socialist business man, chair 
man of the national Y.M.C.A, Convention at Detroit., has resigned 
his business and wants to enter the fight with us, giving his 
whol e- time and some of his money. 


It seems to me certain that the biggest place you can put your 
life for the present is in this social fight, I therefore suggest 
that you resign from your church and be ready to join me for work 
on January 1, 1921. I will talk over detail plans and arrange¬ 
ments with you when I reach America, about December 15. I will 
guarantee your support for 1921. What that should be we can ar¬ 
range after a conference, but I guarantee now that it will certain¬ 
ly not be less than you are receiving at present. My own thought 
is that it would be better for you to be entirely free from any 
official connection with the Association or the church, that you 
would give much time to research, study, Writigg, furnishing mun¬ 
itions for those of us who are ^peaking, and, where possible, join¬ 
ing in the campaign yourself, 1 will see to it that you are given 
a try-out both in churches and colleges, and, if the Lord uses you 
more in speaking than in writing, we will be prepared to follow 
His leading. There are hundreds of colleges which I will not be 
able to visit. My present opinion is, however, that what we need 
most is a group of men, like the Oxford men in England, who will 
furnish the brains, the leadership, the facts, ana the writing 
to capture the press and arrest the attention of the people by the 
printed page, LX./6- 


In the meantime, I trust you will be preparing all the muni¬ 
tions you can for the battle for social and industrial justice.

Your most important letter of July 12th came this 
moralng. The letter in which you wrote of your visit with 
Dr* hott same a few days ago. 

It is not nsoessary for me to say that 1 am keenly 
interested In all that you have to say. 1 rejoice In the 
spirit shown in both letters and that you have reached a 
clear out decision. It seems to me that you have ohoeen the 
work that is the more difficult and far more dangerous and yet 
that offers 1 measurable opportunities to help in advancing 
the Kingdom of Ood. surely you will nood nothing lose than 
Divlni wisdom* judgment and power in the task that is ahead 
ef you* 


As to your suggestion oonetrnlng ry own relationship 
to your work, every atom in my being responds to eueh a 
challenge. The one doubt I have as to whether 1 should Join 
you as surly as January 1* 1921, is ths responsibility I have 
toward the chureh here in Ridgewood. 

Let me briefly review the faots: There is a pop¬ 
ulation of more than 90,000 people in this immediate vicinity 
for whom relatively little is being done, ve are the only 
church in the oonnunity holding all servieee in English « the 
ethers being German-speaking churches. There is no XkCA or 
YWCA within three or four miles, no Institutional church, no 
sooial settlement, no park, only a few email playgrounds, and 
no wholesome recreational centers. Kero is a large population 
of working people . who are absolutely pagan in their viewpoint, 
for wEom alr*ost nothing le being done. 

because of this situation, and beoause of the measure 
ef euoceeB we were sole to attain even with practically no 
equipment whatever, our Kome Missionary Society has broken the 
preoedent of half a century, and is putting enough money into 
this field to erect an adequate eommunity church building, 
with gymnasium, game rooms, soolal parlors, and a thorough 
equipment for community service. This building is now in 
prooess ef erection. All of it exoopt the main auditorium 
will be finished in the fall, probably early in October. A 
change in paotors as early as January 1st might prove to bo 
nothing loos than a oalanity to the work here. 

With these facts in mind, what would you think of 
the following suggestion? We have already made provision for 
employing a Director of Aotivltlos to supervise the soolal and 
recreational program. If in addition to thle Director of 
Activities, I also had the assistance of a full time Church 
Visitor and a stenographer to relievo me of detallo, leaving 
me free to do the nreeohing and general oversight of the 
ohuroh, I believe that I could do justice to the church and 
yet be free to devote an average of eight hours a day to your 
work.
